MARION CEMETERY, Ohio, Aug. 


10 —A bugler sounded 'taps," the long 
diHwn 
notes 
sobbing 
away into 


silence. 


In Marion cemetery on Gospel Hill, 


a vast crowd stood, many weeping. 


Warren G. Harding had been laid 


at rest. 


As the choir sang "Nearer, My God 


to Thee," just before the casket was 
borne into a vault by its honor guard 
of service men, Mrs. Harding sobbed. 
It was the first time she had revealed 
her grief. 


The services at the cemetery were 


I'rief and simple, a prayer, the old 
hymns "Lead, Kindly Light," and 
"Neaier, My God to Thee," a gospel 


** reading and a benediction. 


Then the casket was carried into 


the gloom of a tree-shadowed vault 
while the new president and the high 
officials of the federal government 
stood with bowed heads.- 


As the tremendous crowd streamed 


away toward the cemetery gates a 
guard ot the United States army reg- 
ulars took up their vigir before the 
tomb. 


A Simple Vault. 


The simple public \ault, in which 


ex-President 
Haiding 
rests orna- 


mented by six white pillars sur- 
mounted by eagles, was decorated 
with a profusion ot tloral wreaths. On 
one side in flowers, was the figure of 
a woman kneeling in pra>er and on 
the opposite wing, occupying the same 
position, was a huge tloral anchor. 


The only touch ot the military at 
' 
the cemetery was furnished by the 
uniformed guards, some mounted— 
members 
ot 
Cleveland's 
"Black 


Horse" troop which escorted the presi- 
dent at his inauguration, but which, 
at the request ot Mrs. Harding, w'5S 
excluded from participation in 
the 


funeral Itself 


The crowd began pouring in in in- 


creasing volume soon after the proces- 
sion lett the house and started slowly 
down Center street, and 
south on 


State street toward Marion's beauti- 
ful burial grounds. 


At 2:40 p. m. with the procession 


still on the way, an army truck drove 
up and unloaded many more Mloral 
wreaths, including the one inscribed 


N 
"K. K. K." which was placed on the 
Harding lawn thi=; morning 


Several airplanes whined by over- 


head. 


As the cortege 
approachoi! the 


cemetery a battery started firing the 
presidential salute of twentj one guns. 


As Mrs. Harding came from 
the 


house of the president's father, lean- 
ing upon the arm of Secretary George 
Christian, her face pale and drawn, 
could be seen thru her thick black 
veil. She bit her lip and her head 
shook slowly from side to side as tho 
she were steeling herself for the final 
ordeal. 


As she entered the waiting automo- 


bile she passed by Ambassador Geo^e 
Harvey and Will Hays standing on 


the curb. 


People Wall Route. 


The entire route of more than a 


mile from the Harding home to the 
cemetery was literally walled with hu- 
manity. 


As the cortege entered the cemetery 


the crowd about the roped in en- 
closure surged against the ropes and 
broke thru almost to the front of the 
vault. 


A 'reinforcement of guards slowly 


backed them out and the line again 
was pressed back to form an enclosure 
roughly oval, about 150 feet from end 
to end. 


Troops along the driveway stood at 


"present arms" as the cortege ap- 
proached the tomb. 


Absolute quiet fell over the throng 


as the gray hearse drove slowly up to 
the vault. 


The crowd was orderly and it was 


learned that the break thru the lines 
was caused by an announcement of 
guards that the people could move up 
a little closer. 


Part ot the crowd was allowed in- 


side the ropes so that all could see 
but these were held to their positions 
by soldiers. 


The color bearer and hearse stop- 


ped in front of the tomb at 2:55 p. m. 


The casket was drawn from 
the 


hearse on rollers and stood with ad- 
mirals of the United States navy on 
one side and generals of the United 
States army on the other with Mrs. 
Harding, the cabinet and relatives be- 
hind. 


The Trinity Baptist choir standing 


in front of the tomb sang "Lead, 
Kindly Light." 


The Rev. George M. Landis, pastor 


of Trinity Baptist church of Marion 
then read passages from 
the 
first 


chapter of Peter, verses 3 to 5. 


At 3:18 p. m. the body of Presi- 


dent Harding was placed in the vault 


Peter verses 3 to 5 and Revelations 


21, verses 1 to 5, including "And God 
shall wipe away all tears from their 
eyes: and there shall 
be no more 


death, neither 
sorrow, nor crying, 


neither shall there be any more pain; 
for the former 
things are. passed 


away " 


As tho pastor read the verses he 


stood at the foot of the casket. Mrs. 
Harding's head 
was bowed, George 


Christian was wiping his eyes. Only 
those in ihe front ranks of the crowd 
could hear. A steady babble of con- 
versation arose from the rest. 


Rev. Jesse Swank of the Epworth 


M E. church of Marion said a brief 
prayer, while the assembled mourners 
bowed thpir heads. The choir then 
chaDted, "Nearer. My God to Thee." 


As a 'bugler sounded the mournful 


strains of "taps", Mrs. Harding, sup- 
ported by George Christian, entered 
the vault behind the coffin. She came 
out and Mr. and Mrs. Coolidge enter- 
ed. They then left for their cars. Mrs. 
Harding walking firmly beside Chris- 
tian.

According to the girls, Misses Violet 


Freeburn, Bliss Swenstrum, Vivian 
Peterson, Mabel Kinney and Mabel 
Brown, they were on their way from 
Dayton, la., where they live to.Boone, 
to see the Harding funeral train, and 
tiad stopped on the road to eat a 
lunch. They allege the four officers 
stopped, and, brandishing revolvers, 
made several improper remarks 
to 


them. 


The four policemen, all of whom 


have excellent records on the police 
force, were inclined to treat the whole 
matter as a joke. It is absurd and 
absolutely untrue, the ' officers de- 
clared. 


"We were on our way to Boone and 


on passing the young women they 
waved at us. We stopped and chatted 
for two or three minutes. One of our 
crowd 
kidded 
them about being 


hungry, saying he had not eaten in 
forty-eight hours." 


Patrolman Ecklund said: "I can't 


understand how those women could 
construe anything we said as insult- 
ing. Nothing was said that I wouldn't 
say to my mother, sister or wife. I 
am confident that when explanations 
are made we will be fully exonerated." 


Chief Hammond said the four of- 


ficers would be suspended pending 
the investigation. 


COOLIDGE TRAVELS 
TO MARION BY TRAIN 


Ohio Town for a Few Hours Friday 


Was the aCpital of the Country, 


Every Official Being ( 


There.

MARION, O , Aug. 10.—Down to this 


little Ohio farmer town, the president 
of the United States and members of 
the government came today to render 
to Warren G. Harding, the highest 
tribute a nation can give its departed 
chief. 


For a few hours Marion is the capi- 


tal of the 
country—the temporary 


abiding place of high officers 
from 


every branch of the government. 


The special train which brought the 


mourning caravan arrived here at 
12:30 
p. m. after a swift trip thru the 


Alleghenies and the green farm fields 
of Ohio. It will return at 6 p. m. 


It -was a strange trip. Along the 


railroads in the towns of Mr. Hard- 
ing's home land, little crowds of citi- 
zens stood and stared in silence at the 
long black train. It was the first 
journey of the new president from the 
capital but there was no cheering or 
applause. 


The dead still lived in the minds 


of the people and the living president 
was for a time only a symbol. 


General Pershing and heads of the 


army and nary detrained in 
their 


bright uniforms they are to wear at 
the funeral services. Mrs. Coolidge 
was dressed in a flowing black robe 
of mourning. Mr. Coolidge and the 
others wore mourning bands of black 
upon their arms. The engine carried 
streamers of black crepe. 


Mr. Coolidge en route received the 


dignitaries aboard the train in 
his 


private car. He talked for a while 
with newspaper men and announced 
he had received from Mrs. Harding a 
message asking that he with the cab- 
inet, supreme justices, designated 
senators and congressmen act as hon- 
orary pall bearers.

CHICAGO, Aug. 10.—As a single 


mourner, the American nation will 
stand with bowed head for a brief 
moment today in reverent respect for 
the departe.i leader. 


Simultaneously in great cities and 


tiny hamlets the length and breadth 
of the linked States, the rush and 
bustle of daily life will be stilled for a 
short span and men, women and chil- 
dren will stand silent, honoring War- 
ren G. Harding. 


In most communities the period of 


silence, varying from one to five min- 
utes, will be observed at that moment 
when a signal announces that the late 
president's remains have been laid in 
the crypt at Marion. 


Many places, however, will halt at 3 


p. m., local time, or noon. 
Whatever 


the hoar, the occasion is one in which 
every citizen of the United 
States 


pays his individual 
respect 
to the 


fallen president. 


Not only the American people, but 


all the vast, complicated machinery of 
traffic, commerce, communication and 
manufacture that has become so much 
a part of American life—the hum of 
telephone and telegraph lines, the 
roars of elevated lines and subways, 
the-Whir of machinery will be stilled. 
Silence, like a poultice healing the 
blows of sound, will give the workers 
and voyagers of the nation a quiet in- 
stant far their reverence. 
In many cities, memorial services 


will begin automatically at 3 p. m., 
Marlon, 'O., (central time) when the 
interment is to. lake place. In others, 
i'the signal win be awaited. 
Tribute 


"will be paid in varying degree. Some 
communities plan cessation of activity 
for the period of silence. Others will 
hold religious cermonles, flag dipping, 
salutes and listen to speeches. 


The observance of the moment of 
silence is not confined to the borders 
of the United States.- 
In every far- 


flung possession or consulate the same 
slmplp act of respect will be per- 
formed. 
Ships at sea will still their engines 


and passengers and crew take their 


• part in the national'ceremony. 


Federal Buildings Close. 


By proclamation of President Cool- 


idge all federal buildings, including 
postoffices, were closed today. 


Manufacturing plants, banks and 


stores are closed for the entire day 
in many cities; in others they will 
close for the afternoon. In New York 
the stock exchanges were shut down 
for the day. 


Theaters and all other amusement 


places in New York bave suspended 
for the entire day. 
Several other 


cities followed suit, while in some the 
theaters will remain closed for only 
pan of the day. 
Street car service, auto and all 


other traffic will be suspended for 
from one to five minutes in Washing- 
ton, Kansas City, Portland, Ore.; 
Madison. Wia.; St Paul, St Louis, 
Oklahoma City. Pittsburgh, Wilkes- 
barre, Pa.; New York, Chicago and 
many other cities. 
In Detroit all 


street traffic will pause for one hour. 


Nearly every railroad west of Ohio 


will halt its trains for one minute. 
Many roads in the east wi!i do like- 
W39Q. 
All evening newspapers In New 


York have suspended publication for 
the day. Newspapers in many smaller 
cities are not publishing today, while 
in others only early editlciis will be 
issued. Where the evening papers do 
publish, there will be complete sus- 
pension of activities at the time of 
Interment.

Lincoln company was furnishing serv- 
ice for less cost than the Bell. The 
latter objected to this as not being 
comparable under the existing condi- 
tions, maintaining their costs were 
higher for various reasons. 


Mr. Taylor testified that the service 


of the Lincoln company was as good 
as that of the Bell, and In the city of 
Lincoln it was much faster than that 
of the Bell in Omaha, where there Is 
a combination of machine and manual 
switching. 


Mr. Browne was called to 
rebut 


testimony of the Bell that the inter- 
state commerce commission has taken 
over all authority of the state to fix 
a rate of depreciation, which is al- 
most as large generally as the rate of 
return. The Bell contended that the 
provision of the 
Esch-Cummins acfc 


which gave authority to the inter- 
state commerce commission to investi- 
gate and determine depreciation rates 
robbed the state of all authority, and 
that until the commission actTO the 
rates in effect when the law w»s 
passed were to be maintained, 


The testimony of Mr. Browne cov- 


ered the acts of the commission in its 
recent hearing at Washington,

MARION, 0., Aug. 10.—President 


Coolidge arrived at Dr. Harding's 
home at 1:45 p. m. He entered the 
house immediately. 
The immense 


crowd was silent, with hats off. 


Members of the cabinet, supreme 


court justices, senators and represen- 
tatives filed into the residence to look 
for a last time upon the countenance 
of their departed chief. 


As they stepped from their cars 


they passed 
the big gray hearse, 


waiting at the curb. 


Dr. George T. Harding, who ap- 


peared stronger than he has for sev- 
eral days, walk unassisted to the front 
porch and greeted 
the 
officiating 


clergymen as they arrived for the 
home services, which consisted only 
of a prayer by Dr. Walter A. King of 
Columbus. 


The funeral procession started from 


the house for the cemetery at 2:03 
p. m. 


MARION, O-, Aug. 10.—The dust of 


Marion's first citizen was laid today in 
a place of rest. 


Warren G. Harding passed thru the 


quiet streets of his home town and, 
with a ceremony as simple and brief 
as tho he had u-rver been au,Kht save 
an honored cltfeeli of the town, was 
given to God for eternity. 


The nation's greatest were at the 


tomb, but they stood there no higher 
than the lowliest man in Marion. 


Warren G. Harding was 
the na- 


tion's; today he is Marloc's and with 
love's privilege, his widow and aged 
father, and his friends and neighbors 
have claimed the right to lay his body 
away with their own hands. 


The weather was clear early today 


but later the sky became overcast and 
those waiting in line to enter the 
house began speculating on chances 
of rain. 


It was announced by Colonel Lahn, 


commanding the troops here, that it 
had been decided to fire a salute of 
twenty-one guns as the cortege enters 
the cemetery and three salvoes of ar- 
tillery immediately 
after the cer- 


emony. A battery has been brought 
here from Mansfield, 0., for 
that 


purpose. 


Military outposts on roads round 


the city reported that the incoming 
crowd was swelling 
every 
hour. 


Columns of cars moved into Marion 
three abreast on every highway. Many 
people who had slept in their ma- 
chines or camped in the fields around 
the city, joined the incoming throng. 


A column of people standing four 


abreast stretched nearly a mile down 
East Center street from the Harding 
home began moving past the casket 
early today. At 5:30 a. m. the line 
was five blocks long, waiting for the 
door to be opened. 


Twenty-four thousand, according to 


estimates of army officers handling 
the crowds looked down upon 
the 


dead face of the president yesterday. 
They kept passing until an early 
hour this morning. 
There was nd 


sound except the chirping of crickets 
and the shuffling of feet 
: 


Thousands more were trooping in 


town by automobile, in rikety buggies 
and surries and on foot Some of the 
dust covered pilgrims looked as if 
they bad tramped miles. 
Mingling 


with them were gaily dressed, smart 
looking women from the big cities, 
langhing and chattering with 
their 


escorts as tho it were a lark. Hun- 
dreds slept in the lobbies of hotels 
and were up at dawn 
to join the 


struggle for food in the restaurants, 
some of which ran lo\v on provisions. 


Those going thru the house were ad- 


mitted by a side door, where soldiers 
stood to assist the twisted cripples, 
the doddering old folk, who stood in 
ime hours before even getting with- 
in sight of the building. 


The line filed into an old fashioned, 


rather smalr living room, with a bay 
window. In times past it was the scene 
of happy family reunions, when Mr. 
Harding came back from Washington 
for a visit. Today it was crowded with 
flowers, dimly lit with electric candle- 
abra and on the right of the column 
of mourners stood a casket, on a low 
catafalque The guard of honor, stiffly 
at attention, still as wax figures, was 
drawn up beside the coffin. Each per- 
son was given time to pause for the 
briefest instant, glance for a fleeting 
moment down at the president's face, 
then those behind came on and those 
in front found themselves out on the 
march. Here, at the steps, two husky 
young soldiers had the task of help- 
ing each person down the front steps. 
The work was strenuous as the men

Women Are of Various Types From 


the Pioneers to College Gradu- 


ates Who Wish to Help 


in Development.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10. — The 


women of Alaska—what are they like? 


If you folks In "the states" could 


see some of Alaska's children, you 
would have your answer. For 
the 


children are the rosiest, chubbiest, 
handsomest and altogether most vital 
set of youngsters you will find in any j 
portion of Uncle Sam's broad domains. 
And that statement.is made upon a 
basis ot rather thoro and extensive 
observation. 


Alaska's women are just as up-to- 


date and as intelligent as their sisters 
"outside." Their clothes are just as 
modish, and their homes just as taste- 
tully arranged and furnished. 
They 


~_v«> succeeded in making a great 
wild country into a land of homes. 


That, perhaps, is the best character- 


ization of them that could be given. 
For Alaska is, for those who live in 
it, a home land. 
Nearly everybody 


owns his own home. In Fairbanks, to- 
day, you can buy a cozy, warm, good- 
looking little log house on a fair sized 
lot, for from $800 to $1,200. And you 
have electric light and power, steam 
heat, running water and all similar 
conveniences. 


The women who came in after the 


pioneers had blazed the trail set about 
immediately making the austere land 
a comfortable place. They were facing 
a tremendous task, for there are many 
things lacking here that are to be had 
"outside." 


Here and there you will find notably 


interesting individual women as, for 
instance, Nellie Neal, or the 
more 


recent Kuth Rheet 


Two Types of Women. 


Nellie Neal is an "oldtimer", and 


Miss Rheet is a newcomer. Both 
typify in their own ways the woman 
of Alaska. 


Before she came to Alaska, Nellie 


Neal lived in Missouri. Pass 
over 


years spent in this camp or that, until 
Nellie Neal opened her eating house 
at Curry. Curry is a stopover point on 
the Alaskan railroad. 
Trains 
wait 


there overnight, and passengers sleep 
in a fine new hotel. But when Nellie 
Neal went to Curry, the railroad was 
just building, ancf her, job was to feed 
the hungry empire builders who were 
laying the steel/ 


"I fed 10,000 people in this room in 


three months," she said as she glanced 
about the long, low main room of her 
house in Curry. -It is right back of 
the pretentious_shiny-new hotel, and 
it is a tboiijsand times more charming 
than the hotel will ejrer be. 


"I've been all alone ever since I 


came here to Alaska. - It has been a 
wonderful experience, because I feel 
that I have been able to help. People 
have to be fed if they are going to do 
the work those railroad makers had 
to do." 


Nellie NeaL has the skins and teads 


of many bears, caribou, moose, goats, 
lynx, bobcats and other animals she 
shot She does- a good business now- 
adays selling these. • 


Another Type. 


Ruth Rheet, cultured, soft-spoken 


graduate of the university of Illinois, 
is another type entirely, yet she, too, 
partakes of the Alaskan spirit. 
She 


came up here a couple of years ago 
to see what a college woman could 
do in Alaska. 
She is part owner of 


a reindeer herd, now, and is one of 
those who are fostering this industry 
both as a means of greater prosperity 
for the territory and as a means of 
educating the natives and giving them 
a solid economic footing. 


Miss Rheet wears khaki inickers, 


and knows her way about the country, 
from Cantwell to Akiak, and even 
over to Iditarod and Nome, as thoroly 
as any oldtimer. 
What she typifies 


is the "application of the new intelli- 
gence to Alaska's problems. 


The women in Alaska do not smoke 


cigarets. They are not troubled much 
by "complexes," such as are fashion- 
able among the bored young females 
known at home as "society women." 


The Alasftan housewife in the inter- 


ior has an electrical home in most 
cases. Waterpower development has 
made electricity cheap, so'that many 
housewives not only do their laundry 
work, their sweeping and their sew- 
ing, but also their cooking and baking 
by electricity, and in many instances 
heat their homes the same wa—. la 
one town it costs about $18 a month 
to heat a six-room house by electricity. 
This is the cost of one ton of coal.

sections. 


While the fall movement to market 


has started, the bulk 
of the cattle 


shipments may be delayed somewhat 
part of the cattle.

ONE CHURCH 


HARDING EXPECTED TO DEVOTE 


HIMSELF TO TJNITY. 


Had He Lived Longer, Late Presi- 


dent Would Have Labored to Dis- 


solve Sect and Denomina- 


tional Lines. 


By lAwrence Martin. 


MARION, 0., Aug. 10—K he had 


been spared a, little longer, Warren 
Harding would have devoted himself 
more »ervently than ever to a task 
the Importance of which he believed 
no one could overestimate—bringing 
about a spirit of greater unity among 
the Christian churches of the coun- 
try. 


To him It was a great wrong that 


the Christians 
of America are 
di- 


vided into so many sects and denomi- 
nations. He believed they ought 
to 


eradicate sectarian and denomina- 
tional lines. 
How else, he argued, 


can they achieve in the world 
the 


universal brotherhood they preach 
and profess to work for? 


Mr. Harding's feeling on this was 


strikingly illustrated 
at Metlakatla, 


the first Alaskan 
settlement.. he 


visited. 


Metlakatla is a little Indian village 


where a missionary years ago founded 
a church and began to evangelize the 
then savage natives. 
• 


Later another denomination sent 


workers to the field and a competition 
sprang up between the two churches. 
They became rivals for the member- 
ship and contributions of the Indians. 
Today the two churches stand there, 
with, two contribution boxes asking for 
gifts. 


Mr. Harding saw this. To him 
it 


typified what is going on in a larger 
way all over America. 


"That is all wrong, all wrong," said 


Mr. Harding. "Such things ought not 
to be, either here or anywhere else. 
Churches ought to get away 
from 


those differences and rivalries. It is 
not right that Christians should com- 
pete for souls like rivals 
in com- 


merce. It is all wrong, all wrong." 


And then in his final speech, which 


•was prepared to be delivered to 
Knights Templars at Hollywood, Cal., 
Mr. Harding expressed this same view 
in earnest fashion, declaring, that less 
religion and more Christianity was 
America's need. By religion he meant 
the religious system of denominations 
and sects. Those who were with him 
knew he Intended to keep 
stressing 


that idea, for he believed that as long 
as the moral influences of the world 
were split up by rivalries it would be 
more difficult to bring about perma- 
nent -world peace, the great dream of 
his soul.

According to btate asbessing officers 
dogs are everywhere and the listing 
of them for assessment is merely a 
matter of seeking on the 
part 
ol 


assessors. 
Lancaster 
county 
has 


nearly 4,000 dogs whose masters pay 
the tax while the dogs listen around 
the place. To be exact it has 3,923 
dogs valued at 
$10 each. 
Douglas 


erfuuty has plenty of dogs 
but 
the 


assessors there listed only 822, valued 
lor assessment at $11.30 each. 
Being 


harder to find aud rarer the dogs of 
Douglas 
county 
are 
valued 
more 


highly by the assessors if not by their 
owners. The assessors put their own 
valuation upon dogs. 


In Gage county where people also 


love dogs and there is 
some coon 


hunting the assessors ferreted 
out 


2,886 dogs, while in 
Custer county 


they discovered and listed 2,339. Gage 
county dogs are listed at $10, but in 
Custer they are worth 3 cents apiece 
more than in Gage or Lancaster. 


Dodge county people confessed to 


the ownership of 1,829 dogs which are 
listed by assessors at $10.10 each. In 
Perkins county where dogs are worth 
only $5.07 a head the assessors found 
only 690. 
Seward county has 1,986 


dogs valued at $10 each which is the 
average in all the counties. 
The aver- 


age per dog last year was $9.61. 


The total number of doge reported 


in'the sttae this year is 113,995, the 
total assessed valuation being 
$1,- 


139,526. Last year the total was 
110,552 and the assessed valuation ?!,- 
062,456. 


The assessors value one dog nearly 


as high -as two dozen chickens. The 
average value of poultry per dozen as 
reported to State Tax Commissioner 
Smith is $5.72. Last year the aver- 
age per dozen was $7.82. 
Whether 


assessors try to penalize a man for 
owning a dog and to be easy with the 
woman who owns a dozen chickens is 
not disclosed. 


In 1923 'assessors found 
851,158 


dozen head 
of chickens, 
ducks or 


geese or whatever goes to make up 
poultry. 
These are assessed at $4> 


870,e075. Last year the total was 
779,595 dozen, valued for assessment 
at $6,094,439. 
Dogs have increased in number and 


value and poultry has increased in 
uumber but decreased in value.

THE LAST MOMENTS 


OF MR. HARDING 


NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—There ha\y 


been .seM-ral versions ol the incidents 
surrounding the death ot President 
HiirditiK. 
The shock and resulting

Mr. Hanlinp's bedroom in the Palac'-

It was told by some of those In the 


vicinity that Mrs Harding rushed to 
the door ot the bedroom and called 
lor help Ironi her husband's physi- 
cians. It was said that General Saw- 
yer, 
the late president's chiel physi- 


cian, was not in the loom when the 
president died. This account was the 
outcome of efforts ol a member of 
the presidential party to get all the 
facts. He talked with those who were 
in position to know what happened 
and checked up on discrepancies. His 
information appears to show that the 
official bulletin announcing the presi- 
dent's death was in error in its state- 
ment that Mr. Harding died at 7:30 
o'clock Friday evening. The evidence 
indicates that his passing occurred at 
least ten minutes earlier. 


Herewith is the story: 
Mrs. Harding and General Sawyer 


were alone with the late president at 
the time. 
Miss Ruth Powderly, the 


nurse, had left the sick room. Mrs. 
Harding was reading to the president 
the article by Samuel G. Blythe in 
the Saturday Evening Post entitled 
"A Calm View of a Calm Man." The 
president liked it. 
The writer was 


seeking to give a fair appraisement 
of him as a man and president. 


General Sawyer was sitting by the 


bedside holding the president's hand, 
not for the purpose of feeling his pa- 
tient's pulse or for any other profes- 
sional reason, but purely as an act of 
affection. It is a way of his with those 
he likes. The president was propped 
up^n bed and evidently enjoying the 
reading. "That's good, go on," he said 
when Mrs. Harding paused. 


At that moment his body slumped 


forward. General Sawyer still held the 
president's hand. Almost instantly he 
said in a startled tone. "The president 
is dead!" 


Mrs. Harding came quickly to her 


husband's 
side. 
"Do something for 


him, give him something," she cried. 
General Sawyer grasped a hypodermic 
syringe kept near at hand for us0 in 
an emergency. It was filled with a 
stimulating liquid. He gave the presi- 
dent an inpection and at the same 
time called to Miss 
Powderly, just 


.outside the room to bring hot water 
bags. Miss Powderly produced them 
quickly. 


Mrs. Sawyer, the physician's wife, 


was in the adjoining room. Her hus- 
band shouuted to her to call the other 
doctors. It was Mrs. Sawyer and not 
Mrs. Harding whose voice was heard 
calling the secret service men on duty 
in the corridor. "Get Boone and the 
others quick." 


Secret service men and attendants 


went scurrying to the rooms on the 
same floor occupied by the president's 
physicians. 


Secretary Work, who was formerly 


president of the American Medical so- 
ciety, and-who had participated in the

with

Harding -was the first to reach the 
sickroon. It was six or seven minutes

His initial plan was to serve only

He estimates the cost 
of installing an underground tank of 
10,000 to 15,000 gallons at $800. 


On a basis, of a 2-cent saving, it is 


probable that far-away 
muny cars 


such as those of the park department, 
would sniff their noses at a muny 
station. 
If, how«rer, quantity pur- 


chase insures a much greater saving, 
It is possible that every

would pull up at the muny curb for 
the elixir of life.

MEN AND THINGS. 


The use of pen names has been discarded in the 


modern literary world, and to the damage of the 
writers. The actresses and the movie ladles have the 
right idea. There's a lot in a name. It won't put one 
across without there is talent, but it is a valuable aid 
to the person -with talent because, if properly ciiosen, 
it has an odd charm that makes it stick In me memory, 
if anybody asked right offhand who is the best known 
critic, wo would reply Heywood Broun, altho he isn't. 
\Ve would answer that way becausa his odd name sticks 
in the crevices of our recollection. For the same reason 
Hilaire Belloc remains in our memory as a writer, 
altho there are many better ones. 


One curious experience common to all who live long 


upon the planet is the abrupt disappearance of beliefs 
and opinions long held. 
It may _be about religion or 


theology or the protective tariff 'or W. J. Bryan, but 
we have gone serenely along believing that we believed 
as we had said years ago we did until someone or 
something has challenged it, and upon re-examination 
ot" ourselves we find that we don't believe anything of 
the kind. It is curious and sometimes rather startling, 
but the reason is not deeply hidden. As we go along 
we read a lot and- hear more, and these things are 
slowly assimilated, undermining often old beliefs and 
causing them to actually 
disappear 
without our 


knowledge. 


We have sometimes thought we could get mightily 


interested in psychology and the practice of it. There 
is something really fascinating. The human mind is 
so wonderful an instrument, upon which we play with 
immunity, that wonderful results ought to be accom- 
plished it' we learned its full use. We would not be a 
bit surprised if the big discoveries of the next century 
will be contained in these results. 
The thing about 


psychology that attracts us is that one of its premises 
is the uselessness of argument. Nobody ever convinced 
another person in the course of or as the result of an 
argument that he had been wrong. Yet in an argument 
between two persons half of the participants are wrong. 
It is worth while, therefore, if we concede truth to be 
the mighty force it is, to find and use something better 
than argument, which does not reveal truth. 


It is getting so that taking a summer vacation is not 


really worth the trouble and expense attached. 
Most 


persons find themselves a lot more comfortable at home 
during the heated season, tempering the heat to them- 
selves and eating what they please rather than what 
some camp cook thinks they ought to have or would 
like. The belief that change of scenery or new use of 
leisure is healthful has, however, sent us scurrying 
into the woods and to the mountains and lakes for just 
about long enough to get accustomed to loafing. 
The 


result has been that so many persons take vacations 
now that it is no distinction, and each one, when they 
all get back, is so intent on reciting what happened to 
them that the others have no chance of telling their 
experiences, and naturally do not listen attentively to 
what is being told them. 


The heated term in Nebraska begins in June and 


doesn't end until the first week of September. It often 
happens that we have cool nights for a considerable 
part of the time, which make up for much that we 
endure in the daytime. 
If we go to Colorado for the 


mountains or Minnesota for the lakes we find the days 
are just as hot as here, but that the nights are un- 
comfortably cool. The ideal vacation would be to leave 
when the heat is first turned on is June and not get 
back till September, when it is definitely turned off. 
But apparently "only a few can afford so long a sur- 
cease, and most of those who make the long stay are 
the feminine members of the household, who merely 
transplant "the scene of their domestic t^sks. ,Two or 
three weeks' vacation is largely an aggravation. 


If we were all as honest as we should b« the over- 


head cost of living could be vastly decreased. 
Much 


of the direct and Indirect taxes we pay are levied be- 
cause we have not proved to ourselves that we are 
honest. We complain about the direct taxes, but the 
real burden is the indirect tax, which -is reflected in 
the prices of things we much buy. Groceries cost us 
more because a part of the grocer's patrons beat him 
out of his bill. Take another angle. 
There must be 


at least fifty men in Lincoln who go from house to 
house reading meters for the three light, the gas and 
water companies in order to ascertain how much each 
householder has consumed. None of these corporations 
trust the householders, as a whole, to read their own 
meters and report what they owe. And the consumers 
pay for the cost of this distrust of them, i. e., the 
salaries of the meter readers.
